In the winter of l!'G3, at a dinner which 
the lion. George Moffat, M. P., had the 
kindnes.-i to give me, I was seated next to 
Lord Morpeth '.the Hon. Mr. H-jwar-l) who, 
in speaking of incidents that his brother 
(the Earl ot Carlisle) met with in .America, 
u minded me of an incident tUat occurred 
at Mr. Webster’s table in Washington, 
forty -two years '1-' 35 (ago, the three dis- 
tinguished Englishmen named a'love being 
among his guests. They had ju.st entered

Mr. .Stanley remarked to Mr. Welistcr 
that thty were ttirptised losee in Congre.ss 
all its members so "well up in the rules 
aud oidets of business, and in Parbamcn- 
tnry law. "Fellows,” said he, "p ip up arid 
discourse as learnedly as lajrd Chancel 
lora” Mr. Denison an-J .Mr. Labouebere 
seemed equally surprised to find members 
ot Congress generally familiar with Par- 
liamentary law. Mr. Denison said "Vie 
leave all this to ministers on one side, and 
on the other side to a few old chaps on the 
Uppo.siiiuD benches.’’ 

Mr. Webster replied, in substance: “If
